CRIME AND POVERTY. 


What the Census Shows Concerning the 
‘Helpless and Criminal Population. | 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—The secretary of 
the interior today’sentto the senate the re- 
port of Fred H. Wynes, special agent of the 
tenth census, on the defective, dependent and 
cdelinguent classes. It shows the total num- 
ber of prisoners confined in jails, workhonses 
and penitentiaries ip the United States in 1880 
to be 58,609, of which 53,604 were males and 
5,005 females; 45,802 native and 12,808 foreign- 
ere; 41,861 whites, and 16,748 colored. 

The number of prisoners to each one million 
of population is given as 1,069, In 1870 it was 
“53. The number of insane persons was 91,- 
5Y, or 1,834 for each one million of popula- 
tion. In 1870 the total was 37,432, or 971 for 
each million. The number of homeless chil- 
dren of sixteen years and under in 1880 was 
7,423, of which 30,171 were males and 27,252 
females. The number of idiots receiving spe- 
cial training is 509. This class has increased 
from 24,527 in 1570 to 76,895 in 1880, 
Inthe former year the ratio was 636 to each 
one million of population, aud in the latter 
yerr it was 1533. The total number of blind 
in the United States in 1880 was 48,928, or 976 
ip each 1,000,000 of population, The number 
of blind receiving instractien was 4,694. The 
number of deaf mutes reported toe bave re- 
ceived special instruction in the various insti- 
tutions for the deaf and dumb is 12,154. The 
number of outdoor paupers in 1880 is given as: 
Maler,{10,290; females, 11.305; 17.902 are na- 
tivesand 5.693 foreigners; 19,328 white and 
2.267 colored. The number of almshouse pau- 
pers was: Males, 35,564: females, 30,630, of 
which 37,602 were white and 5,717 colored,

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The Knights of Labor Petitions—The Tenure 
of Office Act. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Mr. Van Wyck, in 
presenting another batch of Knights'of Labor 
titions in favor of the land bilis and Okla- 
oma, read a letter from Ralph Beaumont, 
chairman of the legislative committee of the 
Knights of Labor (by whom these petitions 
have been. seut to so many i sena- 
tors), stating, in responss to 
Senator Vest’s remarks yesterday that these 
petitions were genuine aud sent to him either 
directly or by the authority of the persons pur- 
porting to bave signed them, and farther, that 
they were exprees!y authorized and sanctioned 
by the grand general executive board of the 
order in the United States. He also read a 
letter from fr. Powderly to Chief Bushy- 
head, somewhat modifying that produced 
yesterday and assertéd the good faith existing 
in regard to these petitions. After some fur- 
ther remarks on the same subject by Senator 
Brown, the petition and several other batches 
of them from other staies were referred to the 
committee on finance.

THE TENNBSSEE SMASHUP. 


Examining Into the Causes of the Late Col. 
lision. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 21.—[Special.]— 
The terrible collision at Durks mills last 
night, by which seven men lost their lives, is 
still the subject of universal discussion and re- 
gret. The cause of the accident is now clearly 
traceable to the crew of the special engine. 
When it passed Duck river station, one of 
Beech’s friends said to him that he could not 
make the next station, Dark’s mills, to which 
he responded: “Oh, yes I can, I have six 
minutes to do it in.”’ 3 

In Columbia this morning the following 
gentlemen were empanelied as a jury of in- 
quest by Wm. Wood, acting-coroner Robt. H. 
Gust, J. M. Hodge, Geo, C. Taylor, Johnson 
Davis, F. E. Wood, Wm. J. Caldwell and C. 
W. Wetherspoon. They examined Lester 
Drake, Major John T. Wilhanson and Alex. 
Fall, who were passengers on the accommoda- 
tion. Mr. Drake stated to the jury that from 
his knowledge of the speed of the train that 
his train was moving about forty miles an 
hour. No other facts were developed 
beyoud what was ascertained and furnished 
last night. The examination was postponed 
unti-half past two o’clock tomorrow evening, 
when theother witnesses will be examined, 
including the train dispatcher, who was on 
duty when the accident oceurred, who has 
been summoned to appear and produce what- 
ever orders he issued regarding the ranning 
of ue two trains. The remains of Monroe 
Wilson were taken to his grief-stricken rela- 
tives at Campbell Station today, accompanied 
by an escort of the Knights of Pythias from 
hislodge. Henry Lowman wasa member of 
Cumberland lodge, free and accepted Masons 
of Nashville, who were requested to take 
charge of hisremains. The remains of Kobert 
P. Brown will be interred beside those 
of. his father at Mt. Olivet. The rail- 
road officials spared neither pains nor 
money to render what assistance was 
necessary. There wasa general disposition 
on the part of all of our people to do some- 
thing. Many hundreds viewed the remains 
at Brook’s undertaking establishment during 
theday. Many ladies contributed choice 
flowers. The remains of A. H, Robertson 
were placed in a magnificent metalic casket, 
and forwarded to Laport, Ind., for burial. 
The remains of the other unfortunates were 
taken in charge by the railroad company, who 
will forward them to relatives. An old rai'road 
man stated that he had béenin many wrecks, 
but had never witnesied one where the work 
of destruction was socomplete. Huge pieces 
of iron weretorn in two. The engines are 
nothing more than a mass of scrap iron. 
Road Master Craik completed a temporary 
track arOund the wreck this evening. 


MEXICAN ATROCITIES. 


Secretary Bayard Dispatches Minister Jack- 


son to Demand the Release of a Prisoner. 

Ex Paso, Texas, July 21.—Judge Brigham, 
American consul at Paso Del Norte, has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Secretary Bayard, to 
demand the immediate unconditional release 
of A. K. Cutting, an American editor who has 
been confined in prison for the publication of 
an article in E| Paso papers reflecting on Mex- 
ican citizens. The consul had already de- 
manded his release, and was ridiculed by 
court officers. Excitement has been high and 
frequent threats of forming a mobto release 
Cutting are made, The town is rejoicing over 
the newsofthe action of Secretary Bayard. 
It is impossible to get anything authentic of 
the result of Consul Bringham’s demand. It 
is rumered the Mexican judge refused to re- 
lease him without bond. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Inquiry at the de- 
partment of state confirms the press dispatch 
that Secretary Bayard has demanded the re- 
lease of Cutting, an American editor confined 
in a Mexican prison, except that the imstrac- 
tions were sent to Minister Jackson, instead 
of Consul Brigham, as stated inthe dispatch. 


THE “GATE CITY.” 


Unloading Freight From the Stranded Ves- 
sel. 


CoTTAGE CrTry, Mass.,July 21.—The steamer 
Gate City remains in the same condition. Two 
tugs, with lighters, arrived at the wreck at 
5 30 yesterday, and immediately began light- 
ering the perishable cargo, consisting of water- 
melons and other soutnern products. The 
water was smooth last night and this morning.

EVIDENCE FOR THE PROSECUTION 
IN THE ANARCHIST TRIAL. 


4n Informer Tells How the Deadly Miestile Were 
Madée,end by Whom-Lingg Pointed Out as the 
Chief Murderer— A Nervovs Man on the 
Stand—Scenes inthe Gourt Room. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—The eight anarchists 
moved silently into Judge Gary’s court this 
morning. There was a thoughtfal look in 
Spies’s face as he took his seat, and, indeed, 
sombre melancholy seemed to brood over the 
entire gang, with the exception of Lingg. 

Immediately upon opening of court William 
Seliger, who is regarded as the principal wit- 
ness forthe state, was put on the witness 
stand. The courtroom was crowded, 
and the testimony was listened to with 
the keaxest interest. Seliger justified the 
expectat.vns which had been raised concern- 
ing hia. testimony. He said that Louis Lingg, 
one of the defendants, boarded with him, and 
that hiniself and Lingg had made a great 
many bombs such as was used at Haymarket, 
and that himself and Lingg and another man 
had distributed a trunk full of bombs to the 
anarchists on the day of the Haymarket 
affair. His testimony indicated that Lingg is 
the man who threw the bomb. 

Seligor testified that he lived in Sedgwick 
street, and had asa boarder Louis Lingg, one 
of the d-fendants. On the Monday night be- 
fore alluded to witness attended a meeting 
of the carpenters union at Zeph’s hall, Atthe 
meeting copies of the “revenge” circular were 
brought in and distributed by Balthazar Rau.

Witness conversed with Lingg at the time 
the latter told him he was going to make 
bombs also. He saw some dynamite in Lingg’s 
room. Lingg told him every workingman 
should have dyoamie and learn 
to use it. There was going to 
be an agitation he said and all the working- 
men ought to learn the use of dynamite. On 
Tuesday afternoon when they were makina 
bombs, Lingg said the bombs would be g 
“fedder”’ for the capitalists and police who 
might try and protect capitalists. The bombs 
cught to be completed that evening, as they 
were to be used that night. Lingg said when 
witness left the house in the evening Lingg 
accompanied him, and they  carri 
a little trunk containing the bombs, 
They were round and some of them 
were pipes. They weighed a bout fifty pounds. 
They were all loaded with dynamite and had 
caps fixed inthem, Whilethey were carry- 
ing them they met Mitzenberg and the three 
of them carried the trunk to Neff’s hall, No. 
58 Clayborne avenue. They took them in 
tbrough a side door and into a hallway. There 
the trunk was opened and several people came 
to look at the contents. Saw two orthree men 
take the bombs, I took two and put them in 
my pockets. Then went away leaving the bombs 
in the passageway. The hall back of Neff’s 
saloon was called “the shanty of the commun- 
iste, aparchiste and socialists.” All used to 
meet there. When he left Neff’s saloon, Lingg, 
Thielen and Gustav Lehman were with him, 
and they were afterwards joined by two men 
of the Lehr and Wehr Verein. Al! had 
bombs. 

“Tell what you were going to do that night.” 

“A disturbance was to be made on the north 
side, That was arranged for previously. Oth- 
er disturbances were to be made on the west 
side to prevent the police from massing at any 
one point. Lingg said the disturbances should 
be made all over the north side to prevent the 
police from going tothe west side. As they

Witness identified a copy of Herr Most’s book. 

The defense moved to have the testimony 
all stricken out on the ground of irrelevancy. 

The cross examination was severe and 
searching, but the witness’ testimony remaia- 
ed unshaken, and at 10 o’clock, a recess was 
taken. 

Not a dull moment elapsed during the after- 
noon. The jury, lawyers, judge and specta- 
tors were kept fixedly, without the slightest 
relaxation, at the same high tension to which 
they were raised when the day’s exciting de- 
velopments began in the early morning hours. 
Each juror and all the defendanta were 
provided with broad palm leaf fans, 
but despite the heat of the room 
the ccoling articles were given scarcely a 
thought, while the owners, with beads of per- 
‘piration on their faces, listened with strained 
attention. When Foster had resumed the 
cross examination of Seliger after recess, the 
conduct of Lingg was a study, as it gradually 
became evident that the main part of the in- 
former’s disclosures was over, and that the 
lawyers for the defense were inaugurating a 
vigorous series of attacks to break the force of 
the man’sevidence. Lingg slowly recovered 
a part of his composure. His 
eyes were furtively raised from 
the floor, then the just visible down on his 
upper lip was softly stroked, as lawyers be- 
gan to entangle the witness regarding minor 
features of the testimony. Finally Lingg 
rested one heel onthe iower round of his 
chair and drew the other foot ap in sucha 
manner as to form asupport for a large pad 
of paper, upon which he proceeded to draw 
caricatures of the informer. He was ill at 
eare, however, and pursued the occupation 
fiifully. Apparently in spiteof himself his 
attention went to the witness, and it was nec- 
essary to iesort to other expedients 
than the drawing boird to sus- 
ceed in the efforts to maintain an 
attitude of indifference. One question pleased 
Lingg immensely, and the lawyer repeated it 
in a different form whenever the spirits of the 
youngest of the cefendants seemed particular- 
ly low.

Lowpon, July 21.—Mr. Gladstone, at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, received from the queen 
her acceptance of the resignation of himself 
and his ministers.

Mr. Gladstone, as soon as his messenger re- 
turned from Osborne with the queen’s accept- 
ance of the resignation of the ministry, notified 
his colleagues. Mr. Gladstone will not proceed 
to Osberne to personally surrender to the 
queen the seals of office until her majesty shall 
have gppointed his successor. 

It is officially announced that the queen will 
summon the marquis of Salisbury to form « 
new ministry. Lord Salisbury is due here to- 
morrow evening. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Heach, and other mem- 
bers of the late tory cabinet, will oppose the 
admission of the duke of Argyll and Mr. 
Goschen into the new cabinet, aad urge that 
the duke of Abercorn be appointed viceroy of 
Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone has indirectly advised Mr. 
Parnell sgainst pursuing an obstructive policy 
in the coming parliament, since in 1980 the 
tactics puisued by the Irish members did 
much to throw discredit upon their Irish 
cause.

It is held 
that if tne road is not built to Covington, the sub- 
scriptions will be void. 

The grading has been completed to a point 
within ten milesof Covington. It must now either 
vo toward Athens, or it must continue to Coving- 
ton.

1664 pumber. 7,500 was turned onut.. Work bas 
again slac kened, end nineteen months were re- 
quired for the finel 500 locomotives, ‘number 
5,000 baving just left the establishment.

worse condition than any part of his trip in 
Clayton or Fulton. It is not our purpose to 
blame any one for the condition of the street, 
or to give circulation to the many harsh rea- 
sons assigned for it, but simply tocall at- 
tention to it with the hope that some mem- 
ber of the city council will look into it, and 
bave something done to makeit at least 
passable. In the winter it is practically im 
paseable on account of the imad, and great 
ruts that are worked in the street by those 
who try to pass over it; and all the summer 
these rutsand holes remain a menace to 
every vehicle that passes over them, and pit- 
falls to horse and man. Between the bridge 
over the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia railroad and the corporate limits the 
conditifm ig now such, and has been for 
twelve months, that it appeals to everybody 
for help, and we care not how selfish the 
councilman may be, if he will examine this 
part of the street he will be ashamed to let 
it remain. Parties have purchased lots, and 
have been deterred from building and im- 
‘proving them on account of the present con- 
aition of the street.

So far astbis first bale is concerned, Mr. 
Jones seems to be determined to compel 
history to repeat itee)f, and he has succeeded 
to euch an extent that the repetition has be- 
come exceedingly painful to those who, for 
one reason and another, have thought proper 
to compete with him. 

For severa) years Texas has been making 
an efiort to rush the first bale to market, 
and one season it was thought that the state 
had succeeded in beating Georgia; but it 
was afterwards discovered that Mr. Jones’s 
bale had reached market ahead of the Texas 
bale, but the associated press failed to re- 
ceive information of the fact. 

There was an effort made in Savannah a 
year or two ago toshow that Mr. Jones’s 
bale was not all new cotton; but the effort 
was not successful. The cotton was picked, 
ginned and packed in a hurry, and it was 
probably a little damp; but there can be no 
doubt that it was new. Mr. Jones’s neigh- 
bors, who were on the spot, testified to this, 
and nothing more was thought of the mat- 
ter. 

Later on the Savannah cotton samplers 
essayed to teach the people of the state 
something about the silver «nestiou, and 
this remarkable effort was also in the 
pature of a vindication of Mr. Jones, for if 
the cotton samplers knew no more about 
new cotton than they did about the silver 
' gnestion, their decision was worth little. 


But po matter about that. Georgis ‘and 


your Unele Primus Jones continue to lead 


the world in the early production of cotton 
and in the pesfect production of watermel- 
ons. Such astate cannot be trampled on 
with impunity by foreign powers. 


Offensive and Defensive. 

We have enjoyed such a long period of 
peace that we have not kept up with the 
progress of modern warfare, Recently our 
congressional committees have been looking 
into the condition of our navy and coast de- 
fenses, The result of their investigations is 
discoureging. We have nothing that is 
worthy of being called a navy, and our for- 
tifications are entirely inadequate. 

Within the past few years there have been 
startling improvements in gunnery. Guns 
are now made that will throw 2,000 pound 
balls a good many miles. Some guns will 
carry a ball fifteen miles. Dynamite is also 
becoming an important factor in warfare. It 
is possible to throw a 200 pound dynamite 
shell two miles with perfect accuracy, hit- 
ting any point of a vessel that is aimed at. 
No vessel could withstand such a shock, 
Yet much is being done in the way of mak- 
ing war ships gun proof. Someof the new 
vessels have steel armor twenty inches in 
thickness. 

We are rapidly approaching the point 
where courage and numbers will avail noth- 
ing. Science will be everything. Battles 
will be contests between vast engines of de- 
struction, and both sides will run the risk 
of being annihilated at the same time. Per- 
haps al] this is in the interest of peace. 
There is little inducement to go to war when 
it means the total destruction of both par- 
ties to the struggle. 

It is estimated that a respectable navy 
would cost us at least fifty millions of dol- 
lars. Itis notin sight, and never will be 
until some pressing necessity forces us to 
build it. Afterall, a judicious peace policy 
seems to be a nation’s most profitable de- 
fense.

An Attack on an American. 

A grave international dispute seems to 
have been suddenly precipitated between 
the United States and the glorious republic 
of Mexico. An American editor, a Mr. Cut- 
ting, had the hardihood to write an article 
relating to certain distinguished citizens of 
the model greaser republic. We presume 
the article must have beenof aspicy and 
humorous tendency, for the esteemed editor 
was lodged in jail in del Paso Norte. 

A demand for his release was made by the 
American consul, but the mayor of the town 
haughtily refused to comply. We say 


if not haughty. The facts were made known 
to the secretary of state at Washington, who 
at once instructed the American consul at del 
Paso Norte to demand the unconditional re- 
lease of the prisoner. The town authorities, 
at last accounts, had refused to release the 
editor except on bond. 

The United States government has not 
been noted for its foreign complications: It 
has, in fact, been extremely pphite to its 
neighbors—too polite, as some excited people 
have thought. Ithgs heen insulted time 
and again by Sain; it has been threatened 
by Chili.-cnd lately, the dominion of Can- 
paahas been making mouths atit. Bat, 
when an editor is imprisoned for endeavor- 
ing to make a market for American humor 
in the land of Liberdad and Integridad, the 
government seems to be aroused. Weare 
glad to be spectators of the spectacle. A 
principle is involved, and we are glad the 
government appears to view the matter in 
this light. 

The dign*ty and independence of American 
newspaper humor must be preserved, and 
when one of its missionaries finds-himself in 
a loathesome dungeon, as it were, he must be 
promptly rescued. In regard to this the 
American people are a unit. 


Some Genuine History. 

Although nearly a quarter of acentury has 
elapsed since the close of our great civil war, 
there is scarcely ascrap of confederate histo- 
ry in print that is worth reading. Much of 
the war literature in the northern magazines 
is from the pens of southern writers, and it 
is good so far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough. Our writers are manipulating 
only the dry husks of history. They do not 
get down to the rich grain beneath. They 
tellus how armies marched and counter- 
marched; how they dug ditches and stormed 
forts, and how, in many a death grapple, 
they went down ‘‘in one red burial blent,”’ 
but they miss the most instructive and in- 
teresting matters. In aword, they do not 
give us a history of the people of the confed- 
eracy. 

The inside life of the southern people dur- 
ing the four years when they were cut off 
from the world is different from anything to 
be found in history. If it could be faithful- 
ly written it would bea revelation even to 
the present generation of southerners. An 
effort in this direction is made by David 
Dodge in the current number of the Atlantic 
Monthly. Mr. Dodge endeavors, in a rather 
sketchy way, to describe the inside of the 
confederacy. 

It must be recollected that the old south 
was non-industrial. It was entirely agricul- 
tural, and’yet without the advantage of di- 
versified farming. With a cordon of armies 
cutting us off by land and fleets of war ves- 
sels shutting up our ports, we were thrown 
entirely upon our own resources. Mr. Dodge 
reminds us of many things that are gradu- 
ally slipping out of the memories of men. 
We were relegated to the primitive life of 
our grandfathers. Spinning wheels and old 
looms were dragged out from their hiding 
places and set to work. Wheat had to be 
given up by the masses, and corn became our 
only breadstuff. Salt grew so scarce that it 
was made acrime to speculate in it, The 
government had to impress supplies right 
and left. Men dug up the dirt floors of their 
smoke houses and leached out the brine 
drippings. Shoes had to be made with wood- 
en soles. Church bells were melted into 
cannon, and many a wash-pot went into the 
making of an ironclad. The man who failed 
to pick up pins and rusty nails was regarded 
as a wasteful prodigal. Homespun dresses 
reached fabulous prices; dye stuffs had to be 
concocted from roots, herbs and barks; but- 
tons were made of persimmon seeds; coffee 
was made from wheat, rye, corn, sweet pota- 
toes, peanuts, dandelion, okra, persimmon, 
melon and cotton seed; tea from corn fodder, 
raspberry leaves and sassafras root; sorghum 
was the only sweetening and was plentifa); 
old account books were used for writing pa- 
per and envelopes made from seraps of wall 
paper and the white side of hook engravings; 
the same newspaper copy was read and re- 
read by scores of persons nntil worn ont, and

That we accomplished 
so much in the manufacturing line is the 
most remarkable feature of the whole busi- 
ness,

How He Fought and Made Reputation at Al- 
latoona Mountain, 
From the Boston Herald. 

General John M. Corse, of Winchendon, has 
gone on a southern trip. He is accompanied by an 
artist, and together they will make a journey 
through the mountains of northern Georgia. Itis 
over 22 years since General Corse last visited that 


section of the country 
visit was of a somewh 


time he went there was as a_ general 
commanding a body of union troops of 
General Sherman’s arty. Sherman had just cap- 
tured Atlanta, and all his supplies were some forty 
miles north of that city. The confederates, appre- 
ciating the situation, set about capturing these 
supplies, thinking that they could thus put Sher- 
man’s army hors de combat. General Corse was 
detailed with 1,500 men to look afterthese suppiies, 
and on arriving on the scene he found himself face 
to face with a determined and desperate foe, out- 
numbering his forces four to one. The opposing 
columnsimet at Alatoona pass, and aterrible battle 
was fought. Eight hundred of the 1,500 men 
under General Corse were shot down, but the sur- 
vivors held their ground and never showed their 
backs to the confederates, although immense] 
outnumbered. General Corse sent to Genera 
Sherman for assistance, and a message 
soon came back saying that reinforce- 
ments were on theway, and asking if he could 
bold th fort until they arrived, late in the after- 

noon. It was then that General Corse wrote that 
famous dispatch which so pleased|Snerman that it 
may be found printed in his story of the ‘‘March to 
the Sea.”” ‘I have losta cheek bone and an ear, 
but I can lick all h—1 yet was the way the dis- 
patch read. it was this stirring incident of the 
war, I believe, that suggested the Moody and San- 
ms! hymn, “Hold the Fort.’’ The bravery and 

allantry of Genera! Corse in this engagement won 
or him deserved recognition from his superior of- 
ficers, by whom he was thenceforward rated one 
of the best fightersin thearmy. Itis quite likely 
that General Corse will refresh his memory of 
that famous fight sufficiently to enable him to give 
usawar lectureonthe subject, and I hear that 
he*is already booked in one of the courses of war 
lectures which are to be given here next winter. 
General Corse is as brigut and entertaining atalker 
on his feet as he is a gallant fighter on horseback, 
and his reminiscences will be something worth 
listening to. He will return home in about three 
weeks. Before Genera! Corse turns his attention 
to war lectures, however, be will doubtiess devote 
some of his energy to politics. His sition as 
chairman of the executive committee of the demo- 
cratic state committee makes him an important 
factor in the political arena, and if the democrats 
don’t makea lively campaign in Massachusetts 
this fal], it won’t be Corse’s fault.

Old man Kare’s prejudices led him into many 
inconsistencies, Several years before the war he 
freed his slaves. As a reason, he said: ‘‘Niggers 
is folks, an’ folks aint got no business bein’ owned 
by other folks.”” Having but little “book l’arnin’”’ 
himself, he yet was instrumental in securing in 
his county, after the war, the establishment of a 
number of public schools, ‘I ain’t eddicated my- 
self,’’ he often said, ‘but I b'lieves In eddication, 
an’I]’m fur it agin the worl’, the flesh and the 
devil.”” He wasa fierce partisan in politics, and 
yet he was never known to cast avote. He never 
tailed to rebuke those whom he thought deserving 
of reprimand, but he never said an unkind word 
about them behind their backs. He was an unre- 
constructed rebel and hated the people on the 
other side of Mason and Dixon’s line with unrea- 
soning fury; nevertheless, he thought Abraham 
Lincoln the greatest man the world had ever pro- 
duced, He maintained that the south was not as 
progressive as it should be, but he abominated rail- 
roads, ‘‘Railroads,’’ he declared, ‘is the creatures 
o’ the devil. They comes screamin’ throngh the 
country with their injines and cars on» Sunday 
’s well ’s other days, disturbin’ the peace an’ 
quiet o’ the day the Lord said shoula be k@p’ holy 
till the day o’ judgment.” . 


Old man.Kare had but one child, a daughter. 
Her name was Linda, her age eighteen. Her moth- 
er had been beneath the sod seventeen years. Old 
man Kare’s {devotion to his daughter was even 
stronger than his prejudices. Commenting upon 
it, his neighbors would say one tothe other: ‘Old 
man Kare’s a pow’ful good man, but he do set mo’ 
sto’ by his galthan heought. The Lord’ll strike 
him fur it, one o’ these days.’’ Linda loved her 
father. How could she help it? He had treated her 
as the apple of his eye, giving her the advantages 
ofthe bestschool for girls in the state; which, next 
to the religious knowledge he imparted to her, he 
considered the best gift a father could bestow upon 
his child. He bumored ali her whims—they were 
not many—and clothed her in what,in their neigh- 
borhood, were regarded as garments as beautiful as 
those worn by the lily. A graceful young woman 
was Linda, endowed with beauty and a disposition 
all sweetness and simplicity. 


There was another object upon which old mau 
Kare lavished his affections. That wasa jagged 
pine post which reared its splintered headin the 
cellar-like room under his gin house. He was 
wont to sit upon a rough bench inthe room and 
pour Out upon the post his most sacred contfi- 
dences. Many afermon had he preached to it, 
and often had he told it of his hopes and fears for 
this world and the next. It had witnessed his 
rejoicing when Linda was born, and his deep but 
silent grief when his wife died. He considered it 
bis best friend, because, as he once explained to 
Linda: “Ic’n’buse it an’ it can’t talk back at 
me.” 


One Saturday in June, old man Kare rode into 
Gophersville, the chief town of his county, on his 
way to an extra service at Cappadocia church. 
While passing the square brick courthouse, he ob- 
served an unusual stir about its doors. ‘‘What’s 
agoin’ on?’”’ he inquired of a man who sat on the 
steps leading over the fence into the courthouse 
enclosure. ‘Railroad meetin’,’’ laconically replied 
the man. Old man Kare asked no more questions, 
but dismounted, tied his horse toa blackjack sap- 
ling, and entered the courthouse. In the superior 
courtroom he found an excited assembiage of his 
fellow countymen. They were just concluding an 
agreement by which they were to secure for Goph- 
ersville a railroad to be built by northern capi- 
talists, 


When the assemblage dispersed old man Kare 
remounted his horse and turned back toward his 
home. He did not seek Linda when he reached 
it, as was his habit, but went into the room under 
the ginhouse and held long communion with his 
triend, the post. 


Ten days after, it was known all over the county 
that old man Kare was bitterly opposed to the rail- 
road, and that he had declared that it should 
never pess through his land, 


It was the middle of September, The surveyors 
of the Gophersville Air-Line railroad had been at 
work nearly twomonths. Their camps were near 
Gophersville, where it was intended they should 
remain for several weeks. The chief of the sur- 
veyors was Spencer Thomas, a young New Yorker, 
who sympathized with pluck, progress and pros- 
perity. Hehad heard of old man’s Kare’s bitter 
declaration that the railroad should never pass 
through his land, but he had given it little heed. 


Late one Sunday afternoon, Thomas sat upon the 
rail fence enclosing 0ld man Kare’s land, near the 
point at which it had been decided the} railroad 
must be cut through the choice-t ‘cotton’ patch’’ 
old man Kare owned. He was thinkingof the 


difference in his present environments and those 


of his life in New York. Buried in thought he did 
not hear the stealthy step behind him; but sudden- 
ly be was conscious of a flasn,a deafening report, 
and asharp pain in hisright shoulder. Then 
darkness seemed to descend with Jightning-like 
rapidity upon the earth, and he dropped helplessly 
from the fence to the ground beneath him. 


An instant after, alarge Newfoundland dog 
dasbed from the adjoining wcods, barking loudly. 
The dog was quickly followed by old man Kare’s 
caughter, Linda, who paused a moment, start- 
led by Thomas’s prostrate form and the blood that 
fowed from hissboulder, and then hastened away 
for assistance. 


An hour laterold man Kare was sitting upon 
the bench in the room under the gin house, His 
sallow, wrinkled faee he clasped between his 
hands, his elbows, meantime, resting upon his 
knees. At his feet lay an old-fashioned single 
barrel shot gun, Suddenly he straightened up 
and addressed his friend, the post: “I warned 
"em ,"’ he said, “I warned ’em that they conldn’t 
run their railroad through my land. That young 
man Thomas, the inst’ment o’ the devil, wouldn’t 
listen to me, an’ now I’ve shot him.” He was si- 
lent afew mingtes, and then began anew: ‘Yes, 
Kve thot him. The good book says thou shalt 
fight the Lord's enemies with bran's o’ fire. That's 
what I done. I fit the Lord’s enemies with bran’s 
o’ fire. I poured fire an’ shot out o' my shot gun 
at ‘em, an’ I revenged the Lord on the big boss 
o’’em all, that young man Thomaa.” Again he 
was silent. Then it seemed to him that his friend, 
the post, looked reproachfully at him. He even 
imagined that he heard the whispered words: 
“Vengeance is mine, saith the Lord; I will 
repay.’’ He became greatly ex- 
cited, end, rising from the bench, 
vehemently addressed his inanimate friend:

not gain his consent to bless a union between her 
and Thomas. They had said nothing w him 
about such a union, but he knew that he must 
listen to their importunities sooner or later. He 
did listen to them, but without reply. 


When Thomas and Linda found that old man 
Kare utterly ignored their request that he should 
give his consent to their union, they did what 
many other young couples had done before their 
day. They sought the ordinary and the preacher 
and had themselves made one, according to law 
and gospel. 


Old man Kare never spoke to eitherafterwards, 


In April of the succeeding year the Gophersville 
Air-Line railroad was completed to-a point ten 
miles beyond the dreary little town. The iron 
rails passed within twenty feet of old man Kare’s 
ginhouse. All his protestations had been in vain, 
He found’ himself an infant in the hands of the 
law, which condemned his land to the nse of the 
railroad, 


The first train that ran over the road passed 
through old man Kare’s land on a Sunday after- 
noon. He was missed from his accustomed haunts 
that night, but it was thought that he was away 
preaching to the congregation at Cappadocia, (al- 
latia, Sardis, Corinth or Philadelphia. Next day 
it was discovered that old man Kare ha‘ preached 
his lastsermon. One of his farm hands found 
him in the room under the ginhonse, lying 
stone dead at the foot of his friend the post, his 
tightarm tightly wrapped around it. His single- 
barrel shotgun lay near his side. 


Old man Kare had found life not worth living, 
and had killed himself. ee

New Postal Regulations, 


Subscriber, Rock Hill. S.C: Please give mo 
a synopsis of the new postal reguiations in refer- 
ence to sending liquids through the mails. 

A new regulation has been made by the postoffice 
department, which permits of the mailing of certain 
liquids under certain conditions. Heretofore all 
kinds of liquids have been excluded from the 
mails, but under the new rule all liquids not liable 


tion by shock or jar, and not inflammab!e—such 
as kerosene oil, nap ha, benzine, turpentine, etc. 
Soft soap, pastes or confections, ointments, salves, 
and articles of similar consistency may be admitted 
to the mails for transmission to points in the 
United States, when enclosed im re juired pack- 
ages. They will not be received for transmission 
to foreign count 

When tre articles are not liquid or liqui iable 
they must be wrapped in paper or cloth, and the 
placed in a box with a stroug claspor screw lid; 
and in case of articles liable to break, the box 
must be filled with sawdust or cotton, and the ar- 
ticles packed firmly in it, after being wrapped up 
in the paper orcloth. 

Liguias and oils must not exceed four ounces 
liquid measure, in quantity, and whea ,u: in glass 
bottles. the bottles must be strong eno2gh to with- 
stand the shock of bandling mail matter. Inad- 
dition, the bottles must be enclozed in a wooden 
or papier-mache box. uot less than toree-sixteenths 
of an ixcb thick, and the box must he filed with 
cork crumbs, cotton, felt. asbestos or s»me other 

bsorbent. The box must have a tizhtly fitting 
screw lid with a rubber pad, soa*justed as ro meke 
it weter-tight. If the liquid is put in a metal case, 
instead of a bottle, it must have a screw-):d with a 
rubber or cork cushion, to make it water-tight, and 
must be fastened in a wooden or papier-mache 
box, open only at one end, and not less than three- 
sixteenths of an inch thick. A sample po-ckage 
t — ays be shown the postmaster for his ap- 
proval.

The Soldiers Meet and Have a Grand Reunion—A 
Large Attendenee and a Royal Time~—The 
Business Transacted and the Speeches 
Mede—Around the Festal Board. 

The old soldiers of the 7th Georgia regi- 
ment had a glorious reunion yesterday. 

At 10 o’clock the veterans assembled in the 
basement of the county courthouse, and for 
one hour there was ® general handshaking 
and social intermingling of the battle scarred 
boys who were willing to sacrifice their lives 
for their country. 

General L. J. Gartrell, president of the asao- 
ciation, was loudly cheered as he entered. 
Though in feeble health and scarcely able to 


be out, the gallant general seemed to take on | 


new life; and when he called the regiment 
to order, and proceeded to address them, there 
was the most intense enthusiasm displayed. 
Tears gathered in the eyes of many when Gen- 
eral Gartrell said that he might never meet 
with them again, and though as sick as he was, 
and acting against the advice of his physician, 
he could not resist the temptation to come out, 
GRASP HI8 OLD COMRADE 
by the hand, and listen again to the war sto- 
ries of as true soldiers as ever wore the jacket 
of gray. The odés were never too much for 
the Seventh Georgia to fear to face. They 
were ready to fightanddie fora cause they 
believed to be sacred. Many fell upon the 
fields of battle, but there remained a few who 
delighted to meet in annual reunion to per- 
petuate the memory of their dead comrades, 
and to feel the kindly grasp of the haad of 
those who fought shoulder to shoulder with 


them. The general said it had been his 
desire to write a history of the  regi- 
ment, but continued ill health and 


pressing business engagements had*prevented 
his doing so. He hoped atsome future time 
to be able to prepare at least a portion of it. 
The speaker asked that a new president be 
elected wio had more pbysical strength to 
attend to the duties, but loud cries of ‘‘no,”’ 
“no,” “‘you are the man,” caused the general 
to take his seat. 

The general was frequently applauded, and 
his address was in every way worthy the 
occasion.

with the boys, and there was only one thing 
he regretted, and that was that President Gar- 
trell was in such feeble health. The canteen in 
Sergeant Duncan’s possession was taken from 
a dead yankee at the battle of the Wilderness, 
At the same time he captured a razor and sev- 
ere) other things. At this battle he was shot 
in the head, and bas the hat he was wearing 
at the time. 

Dr. Joseph Ganahl, of Augusta, madea very 
fine address, and was frequently and loudly 
applauded. He was followed by Captain C. K 
Maddox, C. W. Wells, W. J. Hudson and others, 
All the speeches were stirring ones, aud the 
best of humor prevailed. 

A committee was appointed to prepare a 
memorial of all the deceased members, which 
shall be read at the next reunion. 

A committee was appointed to extend to 
Major M. C. Kiser an invitation .to dine with 
the regiment at the National Hotel. Major 
Kiser isa brother tothe late Major John F., 
Kiser, who was the last major of the regi- 
ment and an officer who won for himself the 
love and esteem of every member.

THE WEAVER-PIERCE CASE. 


The Two Widows Preparing For Trial—A De- 
tective Employed. 


Mrs. James P. Weaver, the Indianapolis 
lady who came to Atlanta in the early part of 
the past spring and identified the stock man 
who wrs killed in the Georgia Pacific collision 
at the seventeen mile tank has not abandoned 
hopes of establishing her claim, and is still 
working on the case. The Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel of Monday last siys that the 
approaching trial is exciting much 
interest among the friends of the lady, and 
contributions have been liberally made by 
members of Meridian street church toward 
seculing the services of a competent detect- 
ive. John Norris, of Columbus, O., has been 
employed by Mrs. Weaver in this capacity, 
and was in the city a short time ago in con- 
sultation with her aad her friends. The Sen- 
tinel is a little off when it asserts that the 
men who came from Texas to support Mrs, 
Pierce’s claims are cow boys. It says: 

Mrs. Eden, who is claiming to be the wife of the 
deceased, has sued the railroad company for $5,000 
damages,and itjis through this suit that Mrs. 
Weaver expects to establish the identity of theman 
killed in the wreck. The railroad company will 
defend against the Pierce suiton the ground that 
the deceased is James P. Weaver, and, therefore, 
not the husband of Mrs. Pierce. If this is estab- 
lished she cannot recover for his death. And, 
again, if it is established that the man is James P. 
Weaver, his wife will be entitled to his body, and 
with it his effects. Im other words, Mrs. Weaver 
will lend the railroad compar, all possible aid in 
defending the suit against Mrs. Pierce, for a re- 
cevery of damages by Mrs. Pierce carries with 
it the conviction that the man killed was 
her husband. It is claimed by the friends of Mra. 
Weaver that the men who came to Atlanta from 
Fort Worth, and who identified Weaver as Pierce, 
represcnted a cass famiiarly known as cowboys, 
and were ready to swear to anything. One of 
trem offers d to bet $5,000 that the dead man was 
not James P. Weaver A citizen of Atianta then 
calied upon Mr. Hedges, heard his story of Weaver's 
jie and the reason for the positive identification, 
and then offered to accept the $5,000 wager of the 
Texas man, but the latter backed out and would 
not bet adollar. One circumstance which has 
been r: ferred to in the Sentinel. and which will 
go far to establishing Weaver’s identity, is the fact 
thst on the 13th of Decembir, two days before the 
accident in which Weaver was killed. he mailed 
a letter at Atlanta, Ga,toa Masonic lodge in this 
city, asking for a demit, and reqnesting that it be 
sent tohim at Fort Worth, Tex. This letter is now 
in the possession of Mrs. Weaver. It is dated at 
Atlenta, Ga., December 13, and is postmarked at 
the tame seem on the same day. This is undw- 
me evidence that James P. Weaver wasin At- 
me. and that he intended to retnrn to Fort 

fortb. 

On the occasion of his last visit to this city, De- 
tective Norris had obtained a good deal of informa- 
tion in the case and felt confideot that Mra. Weav- 
er’s rights would be established.

WHAT VAS DONE IN POLICE CIR- 
CLES YESTERDAY. 


The Negro Who Was Knifed Night Before Lest ina 
Critical Conditien—The Wounded Man Gets 
Better—A Meeting in the Fulton Jail— 
Jumbo Munpter’se Day's Work. 


The wounds which Anderson McAfee, the 
negro man, received on Peters street yesterday 
morning about 2 o'clock, will probably resalt 
ip a. ding another murder to the criminal his- 


tory of Fulton county. 

The account of theentting which appeared 
in THE CoNSTITUTION yesterday Was necessar- 
ily brief, the hour at which the cutting occur- 
red being late. Night before last McAfee ac- 
cem panied a negro girl to a pound party in 
West End. The gir] appears to be quite a fav- 
orite among the colored beaux, and during the 
evening much of her time was given to others 
than. her escort, much to his annoyance. 
About midnight, when the party was 
drawing to a close, some of the boys 
present undertook to lead McAfee into a quar- 
rel, hoping thereby to run him away, but Mc- 
Afee detected their object and behaved him- 
self. Just before 1 o'clock McAfee and the 
girl started home. They were among the last 
to leave the place. The night was pleasant, 
The moon was bright, and the couple walked 
slowly along towards the city. Their walk was 
uninterrupted until they reached Colonel 
George Adaix’s residence, on West Peters 
street, where they observed a crowd on the 
sidewalk. At first McAfee paid no attention 
to the crowd, but while walking through it 
some one struck him a terrible blow on 
the head. Instantly he disengaged him- 
self from the gir], and whirling around pre- 
pared to defend himself. Just then some one 
in the crowd began using a knife on McAfee, 
and in less than thirty seconds he had received 
a half dozen wounde, from which he was 
bleeding profusely. The cutting was done so 
quickly that McAfee did not realize what was 
going on until the crowd fled, which it 
did immediately after McAfee was cut. The 
wounds bied profusely, and before McAfee 
could walk a block he was so weak that he was 
compelled to drep down. During the fight 
the girl skipped out,and McAfee remained 
upon the sidewalk until some one 
passing by discovered him and gave the alarm. 
McAfee was then taken to his home and the 
call made upon police headquarters for help. 
A physician was sent out and examined and 
dressed the wounds. He found two ugly 
wounds on McAfee’s left cheek, one on top of 
his head, one in his arm, one iu his leg, and 
one in bis abdomen. He had lost so much 
blood that he was very weak, and for an hour 
or two the physician thought that McAfee 
would not lastlong. After the flow of blood 
was stopped, however, McAfee began to im- 
prove, and in ashort time gave evidence of 
great vitality. His physician 
asserts that the wounds 
are extremely dangerous, but not necessarly 
fatal, provided he is given careful attention 
and nursing. Early yesterday morning Ser- 
geant White, accompanied by Mounted Officers 
Clark, Harris and Terry, went out to McAfee’s 
bouge, and from him and the girl he was with 
obtained the names of the men who were in 
the crowd when McAfee was assaulted. The 
cfficers then started ont to find the parties, and 
during the day arrested Henry Worsham, 
Nath Worsham, Alf Williams and Jim Thom- 
as, who were locked up to await the result of 
McAfee’s injuries. 


The Wounded Man Improves. 


George Mulligan, the young man who was 
seriously knifed Tuesday night, on Collins 
street, rested well yesterday, and was out for 
a sbort time late in the afternoon. His 
wounds, though ugly and disagreeable, are 
not as bad ae they were at first thought to be. 
It is claimed now by the wounded man’s 
friends that the cutting did not take place at 
the disreptatable house, but on Collins street, 
near Decatur street,and that Mulligan had 
not been near the house. The wounds on the 
side of his face are quite troublesome, but the 
physician who dressed them took 
great pains in closing the 
gashes Band feels eatisfied that no svars 
will be left. The oflicers have not succeeded 
in arresting the man who did the cutting, but 
they know who be is, and his arrest is only 
aquestion of time, The case against the 
woman who keeps the house was called 
during the session of police court 
yesterday morning, but was con- 
tinued at the urgent request of the defend- 
ant, who has been unabie to secure her wit- 
nesses. The case will come up this morning, 
however, and during its progress the name of 
the person who used the kuife will probably 
be brought out. The case against the woman 
will show the truth of the statement of the 
friends of the wounded man.. 


Jumbo Hunter's Big Day’s Work. 
The rain yesterday made time hang heavy 
with Jumbo Hunter. So hanging up his clab 
and laying aside his uniform he started out 


on a tour of inspection, and this morning he 
will have a matinee all by himself during the 
session of police court. During the day he 


made nine cases, every one of which will be 


heard this morning. The first case the case- - 
maker entered was against W. T. Reagan, 
whom he charges with failing to show license. 
This was followed by one against 
Daniel King, who is charged 
with hitching to a shade tree; 

A. ©. Ladd, the Forsyth street 
lime map, who is booked for running with-. 
out a license or number; Zack Thomas, 
Will Carlisle and John Jackson 

charged with running adray without a license; 
Cox Brown, running a hack without a number, 
and David King, running a dray without a 
number. In addition to these cases Jumbo 
arrested Geo, Greer and William Fuller, two 
smal] pegro boys, who were fighting near De- 
Give’s opera house late in the evening. One of 
the boys resisted stoutly and for a few 
minutes he and Hunter bad quite a tussle, 
during which they rolled around considera- 
bly, much to the amusement of quite a crowd 
that copgregated. The boys are charged with 
disorderly conduct. 


He Was Wanted in Forsyth County. 

Yesterday morning, soon after the Air-Line 
train rolled into the union passenger depot, a 
strange young white man began roaming list- 
lessly about the main entrance, out of which 
he had just passed. Something about the man 
caused Watchman Porter to observe him 
closely, but in a short time the stranger had 
passed from hie mind. On the one o’clock 
train another stranger camé in on the Air- 
Line and approaching Watchman Porter stat- 
ed that he was from Forsyth county, and that 
he was looking for » man 
for whom he had a warrant. The 
stranger described the man he wanted, and the 
description caHed to the watchman’s mind the 
first stranger. Stepping to the door, Watch- 
man Porter saw the first stranger, whom he 
pointed out to the second stranger. He proved 
to be the right man, and was arrested by Pat- 
rolman Cain, at the request of the man, who 
showed a warrant. The prisoner was L. D. 
Bagly, and he is wanted in Forsyth county for 
cheating and swindling, He was taken bo 
ycsterday afternoon.

Detective Fellers Arrests Two Men After Six 
Months’ Work, > 

Detective Henry T. Fellers returned to At- 
lanta yesterday, after a ten days’ absence, du- 
ring which he has succeeded in arresting two 
white men, whom he charges with attempting 
to wreck a train. 

The alleged train wreckers are W. H. Pruitt 
and M. I. Scoggins, of Hall county. 

Some time during ths month of January last 
an aitempt was made to wreck an Air Line 
passenger train near Flowery Branch, au ac- 
count of which appeared in THE CoNnariTU- 
TION at thetime. Near Flowery Branch some 
track hands were then engaged building 
a “dump,’ to take the place of a 
long trestle. In their work they used a car, 
and at night when they knocked off this car 
was placed on a side track, out of the way of 
the main line of the road. One night some 
parties moved the car from the side track to 
the main track and made it stationary.

However, with that 
persistence which has been the key-note of his 
success, be hung to the'case, and not long ago 
obtained information which caused him to sus- 
pect William H. Pruiitand M. I. Scoggins, two 
white men, living -near-Flowery Brauch. 
Detective Fellers sifted his information cau- 
tiously and followed it up carefully until he 
became satisfied that he not only had theright 
men spotted, but that he had sufficient evi- 
dence to convict them. A day or two ago he 
went to Gainesville and swore out warratts 
for both men. He then secured the assistance 
of John L. Gaines, sheriff of Hall county, and 
day before yesterday arrested the two men 
and conveyed them to Gainesville where they 
were jailed. They will be givena preliminary 
rs tomorrow. Both prisoners decline to 
talk.

THE LIVERY STABLE FIRE. 


Mr. Jones Feels Confident That the Barn 
Was Set on Fire. 

The fireis out, the smoke has cleared up, 
the water has disappeared, and Mr. W. 0. 
Jones, the nearly-burned out liveryman, is at 
work again, despite his cut feet and wrenched 


arm. 
The fire came near being a very damaging 


one. 

The building has been used asa livery stable 
for years, and was constructed for the 
use to which it is nowapplied. The live stock is 
kept on one side of the building, while the car- 
riages, buggies and provender are kept on the 
otherside. The fire originated in the hay direct- 
ly over the carriages, and in an instant, almost, 
worked its way through the roof. Intense 
heat was thrown out by the fire, and every 
carriage and buggy was scorched and drawn 
before they could removed. The fire did 
not make its way to the portion of the barn 
where the horses are kept, because the firemen 
worked too fast and too hard for it, 

Mr. Jones feels certain that the stable was 
set on fire by some one, and detectives who 
entertain the same theory are at work on the 
case. The loss sustained will probably amount 
to $3,000. The carriages and buggies will have 
to be repainted and the building roofed. The 
interior of the barn and the mule sheds had 
just been whitewashed and the basement and 
lots sanded and covered. The water used in 
extinguishing the fire washed the whitewash 
off and washed the sand away, necessitating 
the work again.
